Throws Himself in Front of 


Train. 


Charles Gasburg, an itinerant candy 


pedler of Los Angeles, walked from 
that city to Covina Sunday night, and 
threw himself in front of a freight 
train Monday morning at Charter Oak, 
in an attempt to end his life. The man 
was hurled fifty feet into the weeds 
at the side of the track. Mis right 
hand vas crushed to pulp and he sus- 
tained a concussion and contusions 
on the left side of the head above 
the temple. His scalp was badly torn,! 
and although able to get to his feet 
ind walk, the man was terribly bruis- 
ed about the body, lie was brought 
to Covina by the train crew. 


Gasburg told the Argus man at the 


Southern Pacific depot that he was 
afraid the comet war, going to burn up 
the world, and he wanted to be "out 
of the way" before the earth was hurl- 
ed into oblivion. 


"I don't, want to be burnt up," he 


said. "They all say the comet will set 
fire to the earth and I would rather be 
dead when it happens." 


Gasburg was taken on board a Paci- 


fic Electric car after his wounds had 
been temporarily dressed by Dr. ,1. D 
Reed, and was accompanied to th 
county hospital by J. L. Matthews 
Within ten minutes after his arriva 
the unfortunate man was on the op 
erating table where his arm was am 
putated. Drs. Richardson and Bryson 
of the hospital 
staff performed in 


credibly rapid and efficient work 01 
the patient. 


Gasburg is about 25 years old and 


came from Brigham City, Utah, where 
he says he has relatives. The young

MAMMOTH CHANNEL FOUND. 


Ancient 
River-Bed 
Reached 
After 


Years of Mining And Gold 


Is Plentiful. 


The discovery of the original chan- 


nel of a buried river at Magalia, near 
Oroville. in Suite county, this week, 
means that George Kirby of Covina. 
mining expert and engineer, has put 
one more clinch in his reputation as 
a locator. There is every indication 
that the Mammoth Channel mine has 
at last been opened up. Despatches 
from Oroville this week speak of the 
sinking of the shaft to the gold-bear 
ing gravel. 


George Kirby has geen largely in- 


strumental in reaching the gravel of 
this drift mine. He has been super- 
intendent of this big company and 
was the expert who located the posi- 
tion for the present shaft. Kirby tnlcl 
the members of the company that the 
bed of the river would be reached 
after sinking 700 feet, and it was at 
660 feet that the shaft sunk into the 
gravel of the ancient river bottom. 
The Mammoth. Channel mine has oc- 
cupied nearly nil of the time of Mr. 
Kirby for the past two years, as he 
has practically had charge of the en- 
tire proceedings. 
It is said that, with 


the finding of this original stream, a 
mine has been opened that will prove 
to be the richest gold mine in the 
world. 
Kirby has 6,1,000 shares of 


the stock, which was offered in Co- 
vina recently for fifteen cents a share. 
A large portion of the stock is owned 
by men in the vicinity of Oroville and 
Magalia, and the workmen who have 
been engaged in sinking the shaft dur- 
ing the past two years have taken 
large blocks in part payment for their 
labor. • Everyone in the vicinity of 
Oroville and Magalia has believed im- 
plicitly in the wealth of this mine. 
The bed of the river and its gold-bear- 
ing gravel has been a tradition in the 
country. The Los Angeles Times of 
Monday says: 


After two years of 
drilling, the 


Mammoth Channel Gold Mining'Com- 
pany has cut through CltiU lent of lava 
cap and encountered gravel in the 
main channel, known to miners as UK 
"mammoth channel." 
The tributaries 


to this channel have been found in 
.past years and millions taken out. 


Since early mining days the exist- 


ence of the "mammoth channel" has 
been talked of by miners, and they 
have dreamed of the untold wealth 
which it possesses. 
The strike was 


made last week, and it is thought the 
channel has been struck at about its 
center. 
The gravel is ten feet 
in 


depth, and every pan which has been 
taken out shows good values. 


The company owns 1640 acres and 


8000 feet up and down the main chan- 
nel. 
Five thousand feet on the tribu- 


tary upon which the Perschbacker 
mine is located also belongs to the 
company. The Perschbacker was one 
of the most famous gravel mines in 
the world. 


The machinery is on hand and the 


cut will be sunk to the bedrock and a 
crosscut made to ascertain the width 
of the channel.
